“ Slogans.” 


A correspondent writes: The word slogan 
has become so common that few realise 
that it has come into the English language 
only recently. Mr. Ernest Weekley, the 
well-known writer on etymology, says that 
Worcester (1860) curiously derived it from 
‘slug home,” being an American, and 
accustomed to the colloquial verb “‘to 
slug.’’ On the other hand, Chatterton used 
the Border form ‘‘ sluggorn,’’ and Brown- 
ing, misunderstanding this term, perpe- 
trated the line that so often puzzled us: 

Dauntless the slug-horn to my lips I set 

And blew, “ Childe Roland to the Dark 

Tower came.”’ 

In point of fact, however, “ sluggorn,”’ 
the Border word, and ‘‘ slogan,’’ the Low- 
land Scots word, are corruptions of the 
Highland” Gaelic sluagh-ghairm, which 
may be translated literally, “ host-cry.”’ 
In Irish Gaelic we have gairm-sluaigh, 
meaning a call to mobilisation.

No doubt, there are plenty of foolish 
things in Rousseau’s teaching—a prophet 
can hardly avoid saying foolish things— 
but Rousseau did what no one up to his 
time seems to have done; he made plain 
the supreme importance of the first steps 
in life, and he insisted on freedom for the 
child who had to take those steps. 


REPRESSION AND DISCIPLINE. 


Freedom for children—few believe in it 
even now. The floggings and canings that 
used always to be associated with school- 
ing are dropping out of fashion—though 
little girls can still be beaten by State- 
paid teachers—but repression in one form 
or another is still the basis of school dis- 
cipline. Many teachers get geyond this, 
but tradition makes it almost impossible 
for ordinary teachers to do so. Teachers, 
like clergymen and lawyers, are painfully 
conservative. Littera scripta dominates 
all three classes. Medical men, though 
careful to keep in step as members of their 
trade union, are forced by the needs of 
infinitely variable humanity to experi- 
ment. Moreover, they have behind them 
institutions whose main function is the 
study of the needs of the human body, and 
whose authority is unquestioned by the 
public. There is, so far, no such authority 
behind the teachers, and they have no 
such compelling motives to originality as 
those which drive medical men to think 
for themselves. The teaching profession 
has reached much the same stage as that 
reached by the doctors while they were still 
worshipping Galen. King Solomon is still 
quoted as an authority on the upbringing 
of children. 

There is no need nowadays to go so far 
back. Since Froébel’s time a vast amount 
has been written on education, and there | 
is no cause, except human inertia, forcing 

ediication to remain the haphazard thing 
* to which we have become accustomed. 
The first steps—the all-important first 
steps—have been examined, and a body of 
doctrine exists dealing with the upbring- 
ing of children, which only needs to be 
acted on. But reformers have still an up- 
hill fight before them. It is’ still almost 
impossible to get an educational theory 
tested in a scientific way. The teachér in 
the ordinary school which depends whoily 
or largely on State aid for its existence 
can hard] be expected to depart from 
established routine.

The Birmingham scheme might with ad- 
vantage be elaborated here, especially with 
regard to nursing patients in their own 
homes. Many people of all classes with 
small means absolutely dread illness in 
the family, as they are often crippled 
financially if there is a long illness, not 
only having to meet heavy doctors’ fees, 
but all the charges incidental to nursing. 

If a scheme of the sort which I have 
suggested were adopted in Dublin it would 
take a weight of care from the shoulders 
of many people. If Birmingham can 


make a success of a scheme of this sort, 


there is no reason why we in Dublin 
should not be equally successful, and, if 
the suggestion. of a contributory scheme 
for private nursing in a patient’s home 
were adopted, and was a success, there 
would be so many beds freed in the hos- 
pitals which would be available for the 
very poor and for more serious cases. 


A Tax on Presents. 


We often hear grumbling from people 
who have to pay duty on small parcels 
sent to them from England and abroad. 
I should suggest to Mr. Blythe, who will 
be introducing the Budget into the Dail 
next month, that he might adopt the 
Canadian system of allowing parcels to 
be delivered free of duty which bear the 
mark “A Present.” If Canada, which 
is a highly protected country, can allow 
presents into the country free of duty, I 
do not see any reason why we in Ireland 
cannot follow suit. 

We ali know of cases where people resi- 
dent in England have ceased sending 
presents of old clothes to old retainers in 
Ireland solely on account of the duty 
levied. They will not pay the duty them- 
selves, and do not like to throw the onus 
of paying on the recipient. 

Many people have been “ done ” out of 
small Christmas and other presents on 
account of this Customs levy; and, if Mr.

CHANGE INTO ARMOURED 
CAR REGIMENTS. 


Information has reached Aldershot that 
the 11th Hussars is to be one of the two 
cavalry regiments which the War Office 
intends’ to transform into armoured car 
regiments. The other regiment to be so 
transformed is the 12th Lancers, now at 
Tidworth. It is also intended to change 
the organisation of the other cavalry. regi- 
ments so as to include a squadron of 
armoured cars. 

Sir Laming Worthington-Evans, in pre- 
senting the Army estimates in the House 
of Commons on Friday last, announced 
that the cavalry divisions of the Army 
were undergoing a revolutionary change— 
the first big step forward towards the 
ultimate , w- sáil of the horse from

Each division, the War Minister said, 
is to consist of two cavalry brigades and 
two regiments using armoured cars, in- 
stead of horses, with their appropriate 
artillery.

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ATTEMPT TO RAISE SHIPS 
OF IMPERIAL ROME.

From a Specrat CORRESPONDENT. 
ROME (by Mail). 


On March 16th will begin the fifth 
attempt to recover the two Imperial 
ships that were sunk in Lake Nemi 
in the days of the Caesars. 


Much interest is being expressed here as 
to what methods will be adopted to 
retrieve the two imperial ships which 
have, for nearly twenty centuries, been 
lying at the voleanic bed of Lake Nemi. 

On March 16th Signor Mussolini will 
turn on the switch which starts the pump- 
ing out of water from the “Sacred Mirror 
of Diana,’’ as the lake was called in im- 
perial days. This will be a memorable 
day in Italian history, but the secrecy 
with which the “experiment '” is being 
guarded is surprising in its thoroughness, 

During the past few years a Government 
Commission has carefully examined the 
various plans suggested by hydraulic and 
archwological experts, and at one time it 
was considered that a very ambitious plan 
would be adopted. is consisted of 
draining all the water from the lake by 
means of an especially constructed emis- 
sary which would carry the water to the 
nearby volcanic Lake of Albano, The ex- 
pense was so enormous that the Govern- 
ment would not sanction it at the time. 


The present treasure hunt is considered 
in the light of an experiment, as no one 
knows what remains of the wrecks. 
Whether marvellous decorations, statues 
and decks still lay buried is a question no 
one has been able to answer in the aflirma- 
tive. The project is a simple one. Modern 
methods will be used in draining away 
twelve feet of water for the purpose of 
studying the wreck of what is supposed to 
be the first and smaller ship. 

If the examination which follows proves 
that there are really hidden treasures 
lying underneath the lake, then a larger 
project will be put into execution. This 
would entail an expenditure of millions, 
and for this reason the Government has 
accepted the offer of five firms who have 
agreed to undertake the first experiment. 
When the draining, which will amount to 
three feet per month for the space of four 
months, has been finished, future plans 
may be announced. 

What remains of these magnificent 
pleasure ships, scenes of fanatical festivals 
and imperial orgies, is not really known. 
Books have been written of what might be 
found, but it is all surmise. In the past, 
four treasure-hunts have been undertaken, 
but none equals in interest the present 
and fifth one, which will be planned on 
modern lines and with modern methods. 
The project is to lower the level of the 
lake so that the smaller ship, which -« leid 
on its side, eighteen feet below the present 
level, will stand ont of the water. From 
fragments found in diving expeditions, the 
hulk of these ships—wonders of a glorious 
past—mniust still lie buried in the ;nud of 
the lake. 

Some archeologists have claimed that 
these were not ships, but remains of the 
world-famed villa which Julius Cesar 
erected in this beautiful region, till 
tiring of a residence which he never in- 
habited, he ordered its destruction; but 
this is not so. After the fall of Rome and 
the destruction of these ships, by whom it 
is not known, their beauty and treasures 
were forvotten, until four centuries ado, 
when, quite by chance, their existence 
under the blue water of Lake Nemi was 
made known to the feudal Lord of Gen- 
zano. He listened to a fisherman’s tale as 
he was walking along the water s edge one 
spring day. 


FIRST EXPERIMENT. 


The tale was that on the previous night, 
when the moon was full, while he dragged 
in his nets, the fisherman saw, over the 
edge of the boat, a marvellous ship covered 
with gold and marble lying at the bottom 
of the lake. The Lord of Genzano was. 
interested, and planned a hunt for the. 
treasure. The celebrated engineer, Leon 
Battista Alberti, planned to raise the 
wreck. He failed, and people of the 
countryside said that Diana herself was 
angry. 

Anchors and chains were used, and 
capable seamen from Genoa were placed in 
charge of this delicate work of raisinggthe 
The immense 


adjusted, broke the chains, and only 
sections of ornaments were retrieved. 


From the first experiment an idea of the 


Sections of what was supposed to be frame- 
work, ribs of the deck, were brought to 
light.

They gave full details of what 
they saw through the convex glass of the 
diver’s outfit, and in their published re- 
port they claimed that the ship which they 
saw measured four hundred and seventy 
feet. long, two hundred and twenty-eight 
feet broad, and fifty-three feet high. 


In 1827, and again in 1805, costly ex- 
periments were made in an effort to pierce

lake were no longer considered false by 
the countryside. 

The measurements taken by the chief 
diver during this fourth search are con- 
sidered accurate. They were taken by 
means of floaters tied to strings and 
fastened, at short intervals, around the 
existing submerged woodwork, and thús it 
was possible to outline what was hidden 
beneath. § uent measurements v ere 
taken gn the wreck itself. The len 
between the two bpas points has 
been ascertained to two handred feet, 
the beam about sixty feet, while the jepth 
of the hull could not be measured. on 
account of the crustacea of various kinds 
which had cemented the whole mass.

‘CORTOT : AND” CASALS. 


“ HLM.V." MARCH . RECORDS. 

Of refinement in the details of performance 
no better instance could be given than the 
playing of Alfred Cortot an Pablo Casals 
in Beethoven's a on fg oe deny 
‘ Magic Flute.” It can studied in 
ióga Land records (DA. 915-16) in- 
cluded in “His Master’s Voice’’ first March 
list. Both piano and ‘cello tone are con- 
veyed su ully by these records, and it 
it with that delight which is stirred by all 
true artistic achievement that one. notes the 
perfect nt between the two players. 
These “ Variations” are early Beethoven : 
the individual touch that we can identify 
in the light of the later Beethoven is not 
lacking, but the style is still that of Mozart. 
Repeated playing of the records in an 
os tomer’ to decide which is the most 
attractive “side” has led only to the con- 
clusion that every record-buyer will want the 
complete performance 

Paderewski’s playing days hardly can go 
on much longer, and many collectors of piano- 
forte records will rejoice that a performance 
of his has been brought within the scope of 
‘electrical’? recording. Two sides of a 
twelve-inch record (DB. 1029) preserve for us 
his playing of a composition by his old 
pu it the pianist Ernest Schelling. En- 
titled ‘‘ Nocturne a Raguze,” it is a com- 
position in the manner of Debussy. Unless 
a special pianoforte. sound-box is used, on 
many gramaphones the record will be found 
to sound best when played with a fibre 
needle. A steel needle brings out too many 
of those overtones which still emerge from 
most. pianoforte records to give a “ tinny” 
effect. A hint of this kind may be useful 
to those who have not the latest type of 
gramaphone, tn which these tricks of repro- 
duction are less troublesome. 

Amelita Galli-Curci’s name reappears in a 
record list after along interval in associa- 
tion with a record which certainly will be 
wanted by those who have her earlier records. 
The songs are of no great musical value: 
their sole ey jose Is vocal 
Benedict s “ The by sy and the Bird’’ has a 
flute obligato; on the other side is Arditi’s 
vocal waltz, “ Parla!’’ Galli-Curci is as 
successful in these as in all her records. 
She follows Melba and Tetrazzini in her 
own style, and Caruso, among others, in 
the list of artists who may heard at 
their best through the gramaphone (DA.

“When 1 was one-and-twenty”’ and ‘Son 
of Shadows '—are sung by Anne Thursfield, 
a mezzo-soprano who is a good model in 
song-interpretation (E. 462).

Mr. Brownlee takes “ King Charles" rather 
more slowly than other singers of it; he does 
the crescendo on the long note at the end 
in fine style. 

Mr. G. Thalben-Ball’s playing of the organ 
of the Temple Church, London, has bén 
heard incidentally in the records of the Choir- 
hoy Lough’s singimg, of which another 
example, “I know that my Redeemer liveth,” 
occurs in this list [B. 2656). Now he has an 
record to himself, giving the popular Handel 
“ Largo’ on one side, and the Choral Prelude 
on **Now thank we all our God.” by Karg- 
Elert, on the other. A dislike of the 
“ Largo’ cn th: organ, because of the inevit- 
able Jumpiness of the chords accompanying 
the melody, prevented appreciation of Mr. 


Thalben-Ball’s playing, but the sample of the 
music oí Karg-Elert, one of the best of

Of the many parts of the British 
Empire, East Africa, to which The Times 
dedicated a special supplement yesterday, . 
is among the least known and the 
most. interesting. This vast stretch of; 


— 


territory, which reaches from the 
Zambesi River to the Red Sea, and 
is about 2,600 miles in length, has 


made enormous strides during the last 
few years, and offers almost unlimited 
possibilities for further development. 
British East Africa now consists of 
‘orthern Rhodesia, Nyasaland, Tangan- 
yika. territory, Kenya Colony, Uganda 
and the Anglo-Egyptian Sudan. It com- 
prises almost every type of climate, and 
its soil, produces an infinite variety of 
mineral and vegetable wealth. Only fifty 
years have passed since Stanley made his 
famous voyage of discovery to Lake 
Victoria and visited the Court of King 
Mutesa. Then East Africa was virtually 
unknown. Now it is a thriving land, 
with “wireless broadcasting” stations 
in its.towns. | Motor cars and lorries 
have penetrated into districts in which 
fifty years ago a white man’s face was an 
object of superstitions wonder, and the 
introduction of scientific methods of agri- 
culture. and mineral development has 
released vast areas for the service of man. 
The Cape to Cairo route by air at last is a 
practical possibility, and the development 
of East Africa will be hastened greatly by 
its use. 


‘Uganda, but some was produced in Kenya 
and in Tanganyika territory. ‘Tm Tangan- 
yika the chief erop is, sisal hemp, which 
was planted there by the Germans some 
twenty-five yéats ago. ‘The crop has 
made surprising progress of recent years, 
and last year some 40,000 tons of fibre 
were.exported from the colony. Sisal also 
grows in Kenya, whose trade last year 
amounted in all to about £8,000;000. This 
colony has been developed largely by ex- 
olucers and men who served in the Great 
War. Its climate suits Europeans, and 
agriculture is flourishing. In addition to 
sisal and the ordinary products of agri- 
culture, Kenya exports. coffee and maize 
in substantial quantities. Rhodesia, too, 
is advancing, and is very rich in mineral 
deposits. It produces large quantities‘ of 
copper, as well as gold, zinc, lead and 
mica; but its enormous size—it is more 
than five times as big as England and 
Wales—hinders its speedy development. 
Transport offers the solution to East 
Africa’s problems. In Kenya and 
Tanganyika good roads and railways 
already have been provided, but years 
must pass before the whóle area can be 
served properly. 

In order that the best economic results 
may be obtained from East Africa, it is 
essential that, sooner or later, some kind 
of political cohesion shall be established 
between the several units that constitute 
this vast stretch of territory. At present, 
if we include the Sudan, there are six 


separate colonies, all under different 
administrations. The future status 
of Kenya, Uganda, Nyasaland and 


Tanganyika is a matter of great interest. 
Much will depend on what happens to 
Tanganyika, which is administered by the 
British Government under a mandate from 
the League of Nations. If this colony 
remains permanently under the British 


Tanganyika, Kenya, Nyasaland and 
Uganda should not be combined in an 
Kast African State, with the possible addi- 
tion of Northern Rhodesia. The white 
population is comparatively small; but it

A Road Improvement Bill is under con- 
sideration in the Parliament of Northern | 
Ireland. Yesterday, moving the second 
reading, Sir Dawson Bates, Minister for

The measure now before. the 
Northern Parliament proposes to enlarge 
the powers of local authorities, particularly 
in regard to the widening of highways. 
Local authorities also will be given power 
by the measure—which certainly will be 
adopted iv its main outlines—to order the 
removal of walls, fences, hedges, haystacks 
and temporary sheds that obscure the 
view at corners of the roads. This pro- 
posal strikes at the principal cause of 
collisions. Every motorist knows what 
perils continually are launched upon the 
roads by what are called “concealed turn- 
ings.” He is familiar with the corners, 
masked by foliage or high walls, which 
he turns at the peril of collision with some 
heavy and, perhaps, silent, vehicle, if he 
fails to hug the very margin of the high- 
way. The bill does not propose means for 
the removal of houses or other permanent 
buildings which abut upon angles of the 
highway. Desirable as. that may be on 
many a road frequented by motor traffic, 
it would involve heavy compensation, and 
would raise other difficult issues, For the 
present a reform that may save scores of 
lives in every year is proposed in the 
clearing of unnecessarily blind corners. 
What Northern Ireland proposes the Free 
State needs. In a year or two motor 
traffic will be nearly as dense in the South 
as in the North of Ireland, and equally 
drastic reforms will be required.

The New Franchise. 


It is obvicus from a study of the text 
of the Representation of the Deuple (Equal 
Franchise) Bill, issued to-day, giving the 
vote to women over twenty one, that 4 
general election is most improbable before 
May Ist of next: year. f.nce the new 
women voters will not be qualifed ‘until 
then. Under tne present law the register 
ccmes into force on October 15th in every 
year, and persons who have their residence 
qualification by being in occupation for 
three months ending June 1st are eligible. 
The special register provided for in the 
bill makes the qualification period three 
months up te December Ist this year, and 
the register will come into operation on 
May Ist, 1979 Another outstanding 
feature is that many married women will 
find themselves with two votes; for 1t 
appears that, where a husband is entitled 
to vote for his residence and also for his 
business premises, his wife will share th: 
sam privilege. 


' Register Costs. 


The bill, which proposes to assuu 
the franchises for men and wom! 
respect of parliamentary and iocal gover! 
ment elections, is expected tu add about 
. five and a quarter million names to the 
| registers of electors. The present annual 
| cost of the registration of electors ts about 
| £614,000, of which one-half (£507,000) 38 
| paid out of moneys provided by Parlia- 
ment. It is estimated that the cost: of 
registration will be inercased In the first 
year in which the new names are included 
in-the register by £280.00, - of which 
£140.000 will be borne by the Exehequer, 
and in subsequent years by £70 000, of 
which £35,000 will be borne by the 
Exchequer. It is also anticipated that 
there will be some -ncrease, the amcunt 
of which cannct be estimated, but which 
is not likely to be considerable, in the 
expenses of returning officers at parlia- 
mentary elections, which are paid out of 


the Exchequer.

CAPTAIN HINCHLIFFE. 


A FINE WAR RECORD. 

Captain W. R. Hinchliffe is a Liverpool 
man. Tite is the only son.of Mr. R. G. 
Hinchliffe, the artist. He was educated 
at. Liverpool College, and his intention 
originally was to enter the medical pro- 
fession. He was. studying Medicine at 
Liverpool University when, the war broke 


‘out. In 1915 he received a commission, 


and became a captain in an infantry regi- 
ment in France.

MEETING,

ARSAW, Tuesday. 
The police yesterday digcovered in the 
Praga district of Warsaw a\secret meeting 
of an organisation working against the 
State, the Union of Young Comnmnists of 
Western White Ruthenia.

In three hours the 
flood. had reached this country. spreading 
into lemon groves at Santa Paula and 
threatening to invade the great Ventura 


oilfield. 


FIVE WHO ESCAPED. 

The five persons who escaped from the 
flood were two ranchers named Hunick 
and Holschan, their fathers, and 
Holschau’s wife, all living at Saugus, 
some distance below the dam. By join- 
ing hands they made a chain and pulled 
one another to safety. Holschat’s uncle 
and sister and a twelve -year old girl 
and a baby, however, were drowned. 

News of the calamity’ was sent to Los 
Angeles by telephone linemen. As soon 
as it was bui the Sheriff led a rescue 
party of 250 men to the canyon, and the 
city sent a thousand policemen to aid in 
the work and preserve order, although it 
secmed doubtful whether there would be 
anything for them to-do but gather up 
and identify the dead, so complete: was 
the disaster. 


A NEW DAM. 

The St. Francis Reservoir is part of a 
two hundred mile aqueduct system which 
supplies Los Angeles with water. The 
dam, which was completed in the spring 
of last year, was 650 feet long and had a 
maximum height of 205 feet. The first 
report of its breaking to-day attributed 
it to an earthquake shock, but no shock 
was felt anywhere else in the neighbour- 
hood, and it is believed now that the 
retaining wall was - forced out by silt 
washed down from the mountains by the 
recent heavy. rains. 

At 9.45 a.m, Pacific. time the Under 
Sheriff of Los Angeles County reported 
that one hundred bodies had already 
been recovered at the point where the San 
Francis Quito Creek enters the Santa 
Clara’ River.

EYE-WITNESSES’ STORIES. 
From Revuter’s CoRRESPONDENT. 
Every rescue organisation in California ‘was 
to-day concentrated on the stricken area. 
The Chief of Police left for that district this 
morning with a thousand policemen, and a 
regiment of the National Guard was -alse 
ordered to give assistance, while -the Red 
Cross organisation is rushing supplies, doctors 
and nurses to-the spot. It is feared, how- 
ever, that there will be few survivers needing 

succour. 

The death roll is now estimated at four 

hundred, and one hundred bodies have 
already been recovered. A thousand 
volunteer workers, ranchers and farmers, 
to-day trudged through the thick yellow sand, 
which now carpets what was a pretty valley, 
searching for bodies. 
Eye-witnesses of the disaster declare, that 
the wall of water which rose after the break- 
ing of the dam was seventy-five feet high, and 
so tremendous was the volume that rushed 
through the break in the dam that. the water 
in the reservoir spent itself in a few hours. 


WORKMEN OVERWHELMED. 

One hundred and fifty deaths are reported 
from the construction camp at Kemp be min a 
gang of workmen were caught in the rushing 
waters, all excepting one perished. 

Many houses in the Canyon were destroyed 
before the occupants: could get out of their 
beds. 

When I penetrated into the. devastated 
area early this morning I found a scene of 
utter ‘desolation. © Wreckage of all descrip- 
tions was strewn for miles along the narrow 
canyon, with here and there dead fowls and 
other livestock sticking out of the mud and 
sand with which the area is now coated, and 
beneath which dozens of human victims must 
be buried. 

‘A few survivors..are wandering .aimlessly 
about. Here there was a woman hyster- 
cally wringing her hands in search of a 
missing child; there was a man, clad:only in 
a dressing gown, frantically digging in a 
desperate attempt to uncover his wife and 
baby.

The debate on the Bill, which is bound to 
raise the question of electoral expenses, will 
touch it directly. 

As constituencies grow larger, and the 
relationship between candidate and elector 
more diétant, the habit uf testing candidates 
less by -their political ability than by their 
capacity to pay the ‘expenses ‘of a ~contest 
grows more tempting and less desirable. 
Members may well decide that the present 
charges of an election are high enough, and 
add a proviso, by which, through a reduction 
of the authorised rate, they are not exceeded, 
even after the amplified registers have come 
into force in May. next. year. is is a 
question left for the House itself and left 
opén in the Bill.

A breach of such warranty would entitle the 
purchaser either to reject delivery or claim 
damages. ‘The bill empowered the Minister 
to prescribe a grade Sosichation mark and 
to authorise persons to use it as a national 
mark. If packers were given a mark which 
would guarantee the quality of their produce 
he thought that the demand would be greatly 
stimulated. All those using the mark would 
have to conform to certain conditions and to 
submit to ascertain amount of control by a 
National Marking Committee.

LIEUTENANT KINKEAD 
FOUND, 


“- 


BODY IN COCKPIT FORTY 
FEET UNDER WATER. 

Exactly twenty-four hours after he had 
set out to achieve a world’s flying record 
they brought the body of Flight-Lieutenant 
Kinkead ashore last evening at the very 
spot fram which he had started. 

Diving and dragging operations began 
shortly before noone The Government 
diving ship Excellent arrived from Ports- 
mouth with three divers, and the Royal 
Air Force pinnace guided it to tke spot 
where the airman dived into the water on 
his fatal flight. Two rowing boats manned 
by Royal Air Force men plumbed the 
depths of the Solent with a chain drag 
and scoured it over a considerable area. 
Work had proceeded for about: two 
hours when the diving ship signalled that 
something had been located. A diver who 
had been waiting on the motor launch 
went down immediately and returned in 
ten minutes with the news that he had 
found the wreckage of the seaplane. The 
Royal Air: Force trawler Adastral was 
brought alongside and an officer on board 
gaye the command, ‘‘ Get Kinkead first.” 


A SOLEMN MOMENT. 
The diver went down again with 
hawsers, and the first indication that the 
machine had been moved came from large 
bubbles of oil which rose to the surface. 
He came up and reported that the engine 
had broken away from the fuselage, but 
that both parts of the seaplane were almost 
together. Returning to the depths with 
ropes and wires, he sent up the engine, 
which was placed on the deck of the 
trawler, 
Atter a further examination the diver re- 
ported that he believed Flight-Lieutenant 
Kinkead was still an the cockpit of the 
S §. 
The fuselage and the tail were next 
hauled up to the side of the vessel. Very 
slowly it came out of the water, and the 
moment it was visible it could be seen that 
the airman was in the pilot’s seat. His 
clenched hands hung over the side of the 
cockpit. 
It was a delicate operation to secure the 
wreckage. It was lashed to the side of the 
trawler fore and aft to ensure that the 
parts of the machine did not fall asunder 
and was towed slowly to the pier. News 
was signalled to the Calshot Aerodrome 
that Flight-Lieutenant Kinkead had been 
found, and the vessels ran their flags to 
half-mast. 
The machine was found to have dived to 
a depth of forty feet. 
It is expected that the inquest will be 
held to-day.

BERLIN, Tuesday, 
The Wilhelmstrasse has sent indignant 

ueries to Moscow concerning the fate of 

e six German engineers arrested by the 
Russians in the Donnetz Basin accused of 
sabotaging Russian factories. Three of these 
men are stated to be representatives of the 
German General Electric Concern, which was 
the first enterprise to resume connections 
with Russia, and which denies the slightest 
possibility of its men being connected with 
a plot of any kind. The Berlin newspapers 
and the Government sharé this conviction, 

I have succeeded in interviewing one of 
the most prominent leaders of the Russian 
secret police, who is now in Western Europe 
investigating an alleged plot against Russia. 

“The forgery of « huge amount of Russian 


in a world-wide campaign to wreck the work- 
ing of the agreement between Soviet Russia 
and foreign oil companies, as well as with 
other anti-Russian companies. 

“The plotters meant to plant forged 
Tchervonetz notes on the foreign markets, 
smuggle them into Russia and break the Rus- 
sian currency, the same as Hungary's Windisch- 
graetz coup was intended to break the 
French franc. We found that the men behind 
the forgers were desperately trying to prevent 
the signing of the Franco-Russian agreement 
concerning Russia’s pre-war debts to France. 


DAMAGE TO PLANT. 
** According to this agreement, the French 
private owners of property, factories and 


receive a partial refund of the yield from 
their former properties. Suddenly the French 
owners were swamped with reports. that the 
Soviets ‘had been playing ducks and drakes 
with their plants, and they refused to carry 
on the negotiations. 
“The reports concerning accidents to the 
plants were true. An epidemic of. fires, break- 
downs of machinery, and stoppages broke out 
in the whole Donnetz Basin. It extended to 
other departments. Brand new machinery 
purchased in Germany broke down sometimes 
irretrievably, ruined by an act of apparent 
carelessness. This created difficulties with 
the German industrialists, who were suspected 
of the delivery of bad machinery. 

“ Russia’s political police, the G.P.U., after 
investigating. came to the conclusion that 
this epidemic was the result of a plot organ- 
ised abroad and supplied with almost un- 
limited financial means as well as an organised 
secret service. Its organisers succeeded in 
bribing’ foreign and returned Russian emi- 
grants, engineers, technicians and workmen.”

AUDITOR-GENERAL’S REPORT. | 


The report of the Comptroller and Auditor- | 


General on the public accounts for the year 
1926-27 has been issued by the Government 
of Northern Ireland. It states that, as a 
whole, a high standard of accuracy continues 
to be maintained in the public accounts. 

The report gives the estimated expendi- 
ture as £5,278,804, and the actual expendi- 
ture as £7,786,634 3s. 9d., less expenditure 
in excess of vote, £3,460 2s: 6d., making a 
total of £7,783,174 1s. ód. The saving total 
was given as £495,629 18s. 9d. Appropria- 
tions in aid were estimated as £513,281, and 
appropriations applied as £437,408 8s. 6d., 
the deficiency being £75,872 lis. 6d. The 
total for surrender, being 5.5 per cent. of the 
parliamentary grants, was £419,757 7s. 3d 

With reference to travelling and subsist- 
ence expenses in the Ministry of Finance 
vote the Auditor states that his examination 
of charges showed that in many cases rail- 
way tickets at ordinary fares were taken, 
although tickets at cheap rates were avail- 
able on the days on which the journeys were 
performed. ‘‘I am informed,” he writes, 
‘That instructions are being issued em- 
phasising that return, tourist, week-end, 
excursion or day tickets should be taken 
where available; and that, where possible, 
journeys ‘should be so planned as to take 
advantage of reduced fares and of break-of- 
jeurney facilities where such exist.’’ 

In the section of the report dealing with 
the Royal Ulster Constabulary, it is men- 
tioned that members of the torce who are 
registered cyclists receive an allowance of £3 
a year for the maintenance of bicycles which 
are their own property. Nearly 2,000 mem- 
bers of the force were in receipt of this 
allowance during 1926-27, and the total sum 
paid to them appears to have been about 

The cycle maintenance allowances 
aid to men stationed in Belfast amounted 


to about: £1,900 during the year 1926-27.

-EXAMINED. 
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The inquiry into the shooting of Timothy 
Coughlan at Dartry read, Dublin, on 
January 28th last was resumed in the City 
Hall, Dublin, . yesterday, belore District 
Justices Cussen (Chairman), Troy and 
Beatty. 

Superintendent Ennis stated that he 
cave no instructions to Intelligence Officer 
Harling to refuse to allow anyone to 
nterfere or do anything at the place until 
he Superintendent arrived. 

Mr. Bewley, K.C., intimated that he 
ad no further evidence to tender . He 
iad made an appeal to other persons who 
had an opportunity of seeing the events 
of this night, but so far there had been 
no response. 


.- 


Superintendent Ennis, examined by Mr. 
Bewley, said that he got a telephone call at 
the ottice, and went to Woodpark Lodge, 
Dartry road. He got a .38 automatic pistol 
from Superintendent O'Driscoll, to whom it 
was handed by Intelligence Officer Harling. 
There were four cartridges in the magazine and 
one in the breech. It would hold nine bullets 
altogether. A .45 Webley revolvér, with two 
spent cartridges and four live ones, was also 
handed to witness by Harling. 

In cress-examination by Mr. O'Connor, 
witness said that it was Harling who handed 
him the Webley revolver, which was supplied 
to him in the ordinary course of duty, as it 
would be to any Intelligence Officer of the 
force. The bullet produced was one which 
would be fired by the Webley revolver which 
he got from Harling. 

Mr. O’'Connor—Did you hear that Harling 
said that, acting on instructions from his 
superiors, he refused “to allow ‘any one to 
interfere, or do anything mm the place until 
the superintendent arrived’—I heard that, 
though [ was not here at the time the state- 
ment was made. 

Were these instructions issued at any time 
by you’—I gave no such instructions. 

You are the superintendent in charge of 
the department in which Harling is serving? 
—I am,

PUZZLED. 

Replying’ to further questions, the "witness 
said that he could not say how the .45 case 
came to be on the footpath where he found 
it. He agreed that the empty case remained 
in the .45 revolver when the bullet was fired 
and that the case in an automatic pistol was 
thrown out of the chamber. He was puzzled 
as to how the .45 case came to be on the 
path, but it might have been deliberately 
thrown there from a “ broken” gun. 

In reply to Mr. Maguire, he said that he 
was not examined at the inquest to show that 
he had found the cases. 

Superintended M. Walsh described his 
examination of the scene of the shooting some 
time afterwards, and detailed the various 
bullet marks he found. 

Mr. Bewley intimated had no 
further evidence to tender.

DISAPPOINTING,

LONDONDERRY, Tuesday. 

For their twenty-seventh annual Spring 
Show and Sale, which opened to-day in fine, 
but intensely cold, weather, the North-West 
of Ireland Agricultural Society had an entry 
of 212 cattle, or 74 more than this time last 
year. Shorthorns, as usval, predominated, 
but as compared with the section for Aberdeen- 
Angus they do not seem to be improving as 
they should in this part of the country. Most 
of the shorthorns forwarded were extreme! 
plain, and some were below the average. ft 
would seem that some breeders who support. 
this sale send their really good animals else- 
where. Hence there must be great delay in 

rading-up the general run of cattle in the 

orth-West. There is no attempt at showing 
in the proper sense of the term, and many of 
the calves were paraded in very natural: con- 
ditions. In commenting upon the animals 
brought before him, Mr. McLaren, who judged 
the shorthorns, stated: “If I any 
criticism to make, it is that you are breeding 
too many reds and getting into a dingy 
yellow colour. You want to breed a few 
white bulls to get your colour correct. A 
few of the older bulls are too high on the 
legs, and something should be done to get 
animals standing nearer the ground. Among 
the non-pedigree calves I saw some good ones. 
There was one outstanding thorthorn, Mr. 
Geoffrey Watis’s Claragh Guardian, a thick, 
blocky roan of great breed character, with no 
corners on him. 

There was a fairly good muster of Aberdeen- 
Angus, and a good level of merit was at- 
tained. There were only eleven large Ulster 
pigs entered, the numbers showing a falling 
off.

Even if, for the sake of argument, we call 
distilling and brewing industries and admit 
that these ‘‘ industries’ are over one hundred 
years old, the question still remains: Are 
they the most desirable industries to en- 
courage at the present time and under the 
present circumstances ? : 

In 1907 there were employed in brewin 
and malting in the whole of ‘Ireland 6,45 
people, and in distilling 2,423: There were 
employed in Bottling 1,181 ome yy so that, 
should these trades cease, only 10,055 persons 
would be put out of empleyment, if the 
number employed in the whole of Ireland 
to-day is the same as that in 1907. The 
figures for the Irish Free State are, of course, 
less than these, and may be found to be very 
considerably less when the report of our own 
Census of Production is fortheomimg. Again, 
if these trades cease, unless every brewery 
and distillery is found in a state of bank- 
ruptcy, the capital employed will be trans- 
ferred either to some other trade, if kept in 
Ireland, or to a similar or other trade, if 
invested elsewhere. If invested in Ireland, 
the capital would employ from twice to ten 
times as many persons per £ as it does at 
present. Again, if these who have up to the 
present been expending over £15,000,000 card 
annuin in intoxicants expend even half that 
in other commodities, the increase in 
will be such as to cause a boom in almost 
i trade. It is true that the Government 
would at first experience a diminution of 
income from Excise, but other income would 
be increased under almost every other head. 

When the distilleries were for a time pro- 
hibited to use corn for the, manufacture of 
intoxicants, as in the years 1757, 1796-7, 
1809-10, 1813-14, even though that time was 
a period of great destitution, the amount 
spent on food, clothing and furniture by the 
“aa gp in Ireland went up Very considerably, 
mt went down again when the prohibition 
on distilling was removed. Even should the 
Government not receive an income under 
other heads adequate to compensate them 
from the loss under the head of Excise, the 
State would save an immense part of the 
present expenditare in connection with 
pauperism, lunacy, sickness, crime, accidents, 
etc., and wotld very soon be able to do 
without the necessity for increased taxes. It 
has been said over and over again, by those 
best qualified to know, that the amount re- 
ceived by the Government from the manu- 
facture and sale of intoxicants never yet paid 
for the cost of the upkeep of the finished 
product, coupled with the indirect loss in 
efficiency and hife. 

The ‘‘trade’’ state that the quantity of 
barley used for distilling in Ireland shows a 
drop of from 1,000,000 to 60,000 barrels 
between the years 1900 and 1927. No 
evidence is given as to how much of this is 
grown in Ireland and how much imported. 
A letter from a barley-grower in your issue 
of the 3rd March states that the farmer 
would not be “one penny richer if the duty 
on drink is reduced.’’ Coincident with the 
diminution in the.consumption of barley im 
distilling there was a decrease in the number 
of cases of drunkenness dealt with in the 
Metropolitan district from 9,096 in 1900 to 
1,117 in 1927. 

If we suppose that the lewering of the duty 
results in an increased consumption, who are 
to be the consumers’ The “trade’’ have 
stated that they do not want people to drink 
more beer, but Mat they want more people 
to drink beer. How they can get the second 
without also getting the first is not easy to 
see, and it has been proved over and over 
again that increased facility for obtaining 
intoxicants means increased drunkenness and, 
therefore, increased cost to the State. 

The fact of the matter is (1) that brewing 
and distilling, instead of being essential parts 
of the industrial development of Ireland, are 
of such a nature and uce such con- 
sequences that Ireland would be far better 
without them; (2) that the number of people 
employed in these trades is very small in 
proportion to’ the number engaged in useful 
industries; (3) that the most important in- 
dustry to develop in Ireland, and what has 
been its most important industry from time 
immemorial, is the trade in cattle, sheep, 
pigs. etc., with its associate growth of cereals, 
potatoes, etc. Of the manufacturing industries 
there, are many far more important than the 
manaiacture of intoxicants, as may be seen 
from the Census of Production already 
mentioned. 

Again, distilling and brewing are the only 
industries, if we allow them the name of 
industry, which produce consequences so ap- 
palling and lead to so much degradation, 
individual and national. Jf the statement is 
true that these industries will have to cease 
unless the duty on intoxicants is reduced, it 
is the most encouraging statement that was 
ever made with regard to the future of our 
country, and all those who have the welfare 
of our land at heart must rejoice. The state- 
ment is the strongest testimonial ever given 
to the work of temperance and total abstinence

BISHOP BERKELEY. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THR IRISH TIMES. 

Sirn,—In your report of Primate D’Arcy’s 
eloquent sermon on George Berkeley no 
allusion is made to his love of Ireland. 
Unlike that of his renowned contemporaries, 
Archbishop King and ean Swift, his 
patriotism was absolutely free from religious 
jigotry. He pereeived, as Lecky tells us in 
‘his “ History of Ireland,” the criminal folly 
of divorcing the Catholics from all ownership 
of the soil; and in advocating their admission 
to Trinity College withwut any 
tests, he was nearly two centuries before his 
time. 

Commenting on his style, Sir Edmund 
Gosse, in his “ Eighteenth Century Litera- 
ture,’’ declares that ‘‘ Berkeley was one of 
the most exquisite of all writers of English 
prose. Among the authors who will find a 
place in this volume, it may, perhaps, be 
said that there is not one who is quite his 
equal in style; his prose is distinguished as 
well for dignity and fulness of phrase, with- 
out pomposity, as for splendour and delicacy 
of diction, withont effeminacy.”’ 

It is doubtful if Emily Bronté was familiar 
with his philosophy, but it seems to me that 
her marvellous intuition had reached the same 
conclusions, in those oft-quoted Last Lines : — 

Though earth and man were gone, 
And sums and universes ceased to be, 
And Thon wert left alone, 
Every existence would exist in Thee.

MILITARY DISPLAY IN DUBLIN. 


The annual St. Patrick’s Day military 
parade in Dublin on Saturday neat will be in 
charge of the officer commanding Dublin 
District, North. 

After open-air Mass on the Esplanade in

SYLLABUS READY THIS WEEK. 


Mr. J. J. Walsh, who presided at a meeting 
of the General Council of the Tailteann Games, 
in the Mansion House, Dublin, last night, 
announced that the syllabus of the Games 
would be ready this week, and that steps were 
being taken for its immediate world circula- 
tion.

HELPING THE FARMER. 


NORTHERN GOVERNMENT'S 
WORK. ; 

Addressing the Belfast Rotary Club yester. 
day, Mr. uin Pimlott,. 0.B.E., Chief 
Inspector to the Ministry of Agriculture. said 
that the Ministry's work was to better the 
lot of the Northern farmer, and they were 
working systematically with this end in view. 
Schemes for the improvement of live stock 
were very important when they remembered 
that live stock and poultry provided the 
largest item of agricultural output in 
Northern Ireland. The annual cattle output, 
upart from milk and dairy products, was 
estimated at three and a half million pounds, 
and poultry at almost a similar sum, while 

and pigs-~combined totalled two 
millions. At present two and a half times 
more money. was being spent. on schemes for 
live stock improvement than was the case six 
years ago when the Ministry was established. 

This year over 636 premium bulls would be 
placed. in Northern Ireland, as compared 
with 260 in 1922. Marked progress had been 
made in poultry-keeping in recent years, and 
many farmers now realised that produc- 
tion was the most profitable branch of their 
operations. 

Proceeding, the speaker said that there 
were now two schools for farmers’ danghters 
—one at Cookstown and one at Strabane— 
and at these girls were taught butter and 
cheese-making, milking, the rearing, feeding 
and management of poultry ; cooking, sewing, 
and many other things.
